In the failures 1897 was 
not only the best year since 189?, bnt 
on the whole the best ever definitely 
known. 
With 18,522 failures, in num ­ 
ber 11.5 per cent less than 1896 and 
$182,r8l,77l defaulted liabilities, 84 per 
cent less than in 1894, the year’s bank­ 
ing failures counted for $28,249,700,and 
the commercial failures were but 18,- 
: 51, with liabilities of $154,682,071, the 
average per failure being only $11,..50, 
the lowest ever known, except in 1892. 
Bur even in that year the failures dur­ 
ing the last half averaged liabilities of 
$10,477 per failure, while in the last 
half of 1897 the average was only $9,598. 
The returns by branches of business 
show that in lo out of 28 classes, the 
failures were lower than in any pre­ 
vious year of wnich there is record, 
with especially large decrease in the 
great number of unclassified manufact­ 
uring and trading failures. 
Moreover, 
the year showed remarkable decrease, 
as some other prosperous years have 
shown in comparing the second with 
the first half. The new year began 
with disappo ntm ent for speculators in 
sto ks and grain, which is not a bad 
sign. Prices of stocks have gained a 
little, after yielding at first and close 
78 cents per share higher for railroads, 
and $1.05 per share higher for trusts. 
Wheat declined \% cents, owing to 
the term ination of the corner at Chi­ 
cago. and western receipts were about 
double last year’s, with Atlantic ex 
ports 2,840,318 bushels, flour included 
against 2,1(0.909 bushels last year. 
A 
speculative estimate makes the quan­ 
tity still in farmers* hands 40 per cent 
of the crop, which is quite possible, but 
the consumption and exports in half 
the year ought to take more than 40 
per cent of the year’s supply. 
A fleet 
of vessels is reported at Baltimore, or 
on the way thither for wheat. Exports 
of corn for the week fell bs low last 
year’s although western receipts are 
unusually large, and the price fell but 
three eighths of a cent.

I deair, to nay that although I am an 
innocent man, innocent oi every crime 
that has been charged against me, I bear 
no animosity toward those that have per­ 
secuted me, not even the pi ess of ttan 
Francisco, which bounded me to the 
grave, if any man thinks I arn going to 
spring a sensation-—I ani not, except it is 
a sensation t hat I am un innocent man, 
brought to the gnve by my p rse, ufcors. 
But I forgive tueiii all. 'Ihey will get 
their justice from the Great i*od, who is 
master of us all, and trial, so I expect to 
grit justice tnat is tile justice of an inno­ 
cent man. W hether or not the perpetra­ 
tors oi the crime of whicn I am charged 
are discovered, it will make no diiierenoe 
to me now, but I say this day will be a 
shame to the great >-tate of Uali.ornia. I 
forgive everybody who has persecuted me, 
an innocent man, whose hands have never 
been stained with blood, and I go to moot 
my God with forgiveness for all men. 
The words were delivered slowly aud 
distinctly and without emphasis. Dur- 
rant finished quietly aud had scarcely 
ceased when the black cap was placed 
over his face. At the same instant 
Hangman H unt raised his hand, the 
trap was sptung and with a rattle 
D urrant’s body shot through the open­ 
ing.

C ose investigation 
revealed that his confession was en­ 
tirely correct and it cleared numerous 
murder mysteries of years ago.

It is my judgment 
that they cannot do such business, not 
withstanding the close interest existing 
hot ween fire insurance companies and 
april)kler equipments. The Ohio stat­ 
ues very clearly define what functions, 
or character of business, companies may 
do in this state, and for simplicity and 
definiteness have grouped the basin ess 
of insurance into fonr different classes, 
»nd then by express provision restricted 
companies in their operation from issu­ 
ing policies of insurance for more than 
one of the fonr mentioned purposes, aud 
if organized for either one of said pur­ 
poses shall not issue policies of insurance 
for any other. 
“The damages or loss to property by 
the accidental breakage of sprinkler 
equipment other than by fire would be 
loss or damage resulting from accident 
to property from causes other than by 
fire or lightn i ii g. Loss or damage to prop­ 
erty bv accident, are grouped separately, 
iud, consequently, the laws prohibit 
any one company from doing both 
flashes of business.” 
The matter is of particular interest to 
those parties in this city whose factories 
are fitted with the sprinkler system.

Fellen climbed a tree and, seated on 
a limb, began war on the beasts. He 
shot several of them, aud these were 
immediately torn to pieces by the others 
Fellen fired all the cartridges in his 
rifle and was kept a prisoner in the tree 
by tho animals for an hour or more, 
until a neighbor, who bad beard the 
shooting aud the howls of the wolves, 
came to the rescue. 
Later in the evening the crew of a 
Northern Pacific train discharging i 
cargo at the Deerwood station was at 
tacked by wolves, supposed to be the re­ 
mainder of the pack which bad attacked 
Fellen. The men had just time to draw 
their revolvers aud make for the train. 
Shi ill blasts from the whistle and the 
opening of the escape pipes for steam 
scared the wolves away. 
Already a considerable amount of 
stock owned by the settlers has been 
killed by the animals, and people are 
afraid to go out of their homes after 
dark. The heavy snow and the intense 
cold are driving the wolves into the set­ 
tlements.—New York World.

A young man named Charles Ogden 
while oat hunting near Troutdale, Or., 
recently met with an accident, his gun 
being torn to pieces by an explosion. He 
bud been shooting smokeless powder in 
his gun and was using small charges 
successfully.

For 
68 years it has traveled and has never 
been lost, although in those fifty odd 
years it has traveled fully 600,000 miles. 
This letter has crossed the continent 
150 times. 
It is estimated that $1,500 
in postage has been paid on this mis­ 
sive, and if the cost of stationery on 
which it has been written were added 
folly $8,000 bas been expended on it.

E lectricity tined as th e Pow er to Run th* 
C lipping M achines. 
AtjGreat Falls, Mon., which has be­ 
come the largest wool shipping point of 
the northwest, great difficulty has been 
experienced in disposing within a given 
time of the shearing of large shipments 
of sheep. This difficulty has now been 
amply met by the use of electricity. The 
shearing sheds are adjacent to the ter­ 
minus of the street railway company's 
line, and the trolley current bas been 
utilized to drive the shearing machines. 
The installation is of the simplest pos­ 
sible description. A street railway mo­ 
tor was taken from one of the cars and 
the armature pinion was replaced by a 
small pulley, which was belted to the 
main overhead shaft. So little power 
was needed that two rheostats bad to be 
put in the circuit to keep the speed 
down. 
The foreman of the shearers, after 
only five minutes’ instruction, took full 
charge of the motor, giving it all the 
necessary attention in oiling, starting 
and stopping. After the machines were 
started the maintaining of a uniform 
speed was easy, and within half an hour 
the 20 machines were ripping off the 
fleeces at a rate which broke the record. 
The power was transmitted to the 
shears, which resemble horse clippers 
in their operation, through universal 
joints. 
In three weeks 16,184 sheep 
were sheared by the one motor, averag­ 
ing nearly IOO sheep per day for each 
machine.—Boston Boat

On its side 
were large silver letters, making the 
words, “ Stilwell Oyster Car.” 
Mr. Stilwell had long noticed, as have 
many other people, that sea fish and 
oysters, after being brought from the 
ocean to interior points, lose a lurge 
shure of that especial flavor which dis­ 
tinguishes sea food. 
It was generally 
believed that this loss of flavor was due 
to the fact that the fish and oysters 
were out of the salt water so long, aud , 
so Air. .Stilwell set to work to remedy 
the difficulty. He proposes to do this by 
bringing salt water fish and oysters to 1 
Kansas City in their native element. 
The car which left recently will return 
in a few’ days aud will bring the first 
consignment of oysters and sea water. ! 
As this is the first car of its kind ever 
built and is making its first trip the 1 
experiment will be watched with con­ 
siderable interest. 
The inside of the car is 8 feet wide, 
4 feet high aud 84 feet long. This space 
is divided into four compartments, each 
of which bas two ventilators in the top, 
through which the oysters are to lie 
loaded, uud two unloading spaces iii 
the side. 
The floor and sides of the car 
are constructed of three inch white 
pine.

Dr. William A. Satchel!, professor of 
botany in the University of California, 
has been making investigations among 
the California algae and declares that 
the ocean plants have uses little sus­ 
pected by most people.

“ In the early days of California the 
Chinese imported great quantities of 
seaweed from China for food. Row they 
gather all they want right in Berkeley, 
Cal., aud I think they are even export 
ing some to China. This edible seaweed 
is the layer, a small weed that grows on 
tho rocks and looks like tightly stretch 
ed rubber. Laten raw, it has a gelati­ 
nous, slightly hitter flavor.

Co.’* Weekly Review of Trade issued 
today says: 
In the failure* 189? was 
not only the best year si nos 189*, bat 
on the whole tbe best ever definitely 
known. 
With 18,522 failures, Lu num­ 
ber 11.5 per cent less than 18U6 and 
$182,181,771 defaulted liabilities, 84 per 
cent less than in 1898, the year’s bank­ 
ing failures counted for $28,249,700,and 
the commercial failures were but 12,- 
151, with liabilities of $154,882,071, the 
average per failure being only $11,7.59, 
tbe lowest ever known, except in 1892. 
Hat even la that year tbe failures dar­ 
ing the last half averaged liabilities of 
$10,477 per failure, while in tbe last 
half of 1897 the average was only $9,598. 
Tbe returns by brsnches of business 
•bow that in 15 out of 28 classes, the 
failures were lower than in any pre- 
vions year of which there is record, 
with especially large decrease in tbe 
great number of uuola**ified manufact­ 
uring and trading failure*. Moreover, 
the year showed remarkable deer* ase, 
as some other prosperous years have 
shown in comparing the second with 
tbe first half. The new year began 
with disappo ntment for speculators in 
sto ks and grain, which is not a bad 
sign. Prices of stocks have gained a 
little, after yielding at first aud close 
78 cents per share higher for railroads, 
and $1.05 per share higher for trusts. 
Wheat declined I *, cents, owing to 
the termination of the corner at Chi­ 
cago. and western receipts wero about 
doable last year’s, with Atlantic ex 
ports 2,8441,818 bushels, flour included, 
against 2,1(0.909 bushels last year. 
A 
speculative estimate makes the quan 
rfry still in farmers’ hands 40 per cent 
of the crop, which is quite possible, but 
tbe consumption aud exports in half 
the year ought to take more than 40 
per cent of the year’s supply. A fleet 
of vessels is reported at Haltimore, or 
on the way thither for wheat. Exports 
of eorn for the week fell b low last 
year's although western receipts are 
unusually large, and the price fell bat 
three eighths of a cent.

immediately torn to pieces by the others. 
Felleu fired all the cartridges in his 
rifle and was kept a prisoner in the tree 
by the animals for an bour or more, 
until a neighbor, who had heard the 
shooting aud the bowls of the wolves, 
came to the rescue. 
Later in the evening the crew of a 
Northern Pacific traiu discharging a 
cargo at the Deerweed station was at­ 
tacked by wolves, supposed to be the re­ 
mainder of the pack which bad attacked 
Fellen. The men had just time to draw 
their revolvers and make for the train. 
Shrill blasts from the whistle and the 
opening of the escape pipes for steam 
■cared the wolves away. 
Already a considerable amount of 
stock owned by tbs settlers has been 
killed by the animals, and people are 
afraid to go oat of their homes after 
dark. The heavy snow and the intense 
cold are driving the wolves into the set­ 
tlements.-—New York World.

AtjGreat Fall* Mon., which has be­ 
come the largest wool abipping point of 
the northwest, great difficulty has been 
experienced in disposing within a given 
time of the shearing of large shipments 
of sheep. This difficulty bas now been 
amply met by the use of electricity. Tbs 
shearing sheds are adjacent to the ter­ 
minus of the street railway company's 
line, and the trolley current has been 
utilised to drive the shearing machine* 
The installation is of the simplest pos­ 
sible description. A street railway mo­ 
tor was taken frotu one of the cars and 
the armature pinion was replaoed by a 
small pulley, which was belted to the 
main overhead shaft. Bo little power 
was needed that two rheostats had to be 
put in the circuit to keep the speed 
down. 
The foreman of the shearer* after 
only five minutes’ instruction, took full 
charge of the motor, giving it all the 
necessary attention in oiling, starting 
aud stopping. After the machines were 
started the maintaining of a uniform 
speed was easy, and within half an hour 
the 30 machines were ripping off tbs 
fleeces at a rate which broke the record. 
The power was transmitted to tbs 
shear* which resemble horse clippers 
iu their operation through universal 
joint* 
In three weeks 16,184 sheep 
were sheared by the quo motor, averag­ 
ing nearly IOO sheep per day for each 
machine.—Boston BosL

Tim Bivalves WHI Be Carried to the In­ 
terior In dc* Water. 
A. £. Stilwell is not ouly president 
o f t railroad anda great many other 
things, but it seems that he is an in­ 
ventor as well. The Pittsburg aud Gulf 
passenger train which left for Birt Ar­ 
thur a few uights ago carried one car 
which out only did not resemble any 
other car ou the train, but which, in its 
interior arrangements, was different 
from any car ever built. On its side 
were large silver letters, making the 
words, "Stilwell Oyster Car.” 
Air. Stilwell had long noticed, as have 
many other people, that sen fish and 
oysters, after being brought from the 
ocean to iuterior points, lose a large 
share of that especial flavor which dis­ 
tinguishes sea food. It was generally 
believed that this loss of flavor was due 
to the fact that the fish and oysters 
were out of the salt water so long, aud 
so Mr. .Stilwell set to work to remedy 
the difficulty. He proposes to do this by 
bringing salt water fish and oysters to 
Kansas City in their native element. 
The car which left recently will return 
in a few days and will bring the first 
consignment of oysters and sea water. 
Aa this is the first car of its kind ever 
built aud is making its first trip the 
experiment will be watched with con­ 
siderable interest 
The inside of the oar is 8 feet wide, 
4 feet high aud 84 feet loug. This space 
is divided into foor compartments, each I 
of which bas two ventilators in the top, 
through which the oysters are to be 
loaded, aud two unloading spices iii 
the side. The floor aud sides of the car 
are constructed of three inch white 
pine. They ore calked and pitched in 
the manner of ships, the compartments 
being water tight The capacity of the 
car is 82,000 gallons of water, enough 
to accommodate a great many bushels 
of oystera 
The oar was built by the Pullman 
Car company, after designs by R. L. 
Laugtiu, chief draftsman of the Pitts­ 
burg and Gulf road. It is painted dark 
blue, all the lettering being silver. It 
presents a handsome appearance and 
will be mu rn the passenger trains of 
the road.—Kaunas City Times.
